of King George, is to open on Mon- 
day. Ratification of the Irish Free 
State constitution will be the chief 
business of the session. 

Formalities of swearing in members 
of both the house of commons and the 
house of lords is to be the order of 
business. Officials will scrutinize 
commissions and credentials of members 
of both houses. Next comes selection 
of a speaker of the house of commons. 

In case precedent is followed, J. 
H. Whitley, speaker of the last house, 
will be re-elected despite the fact he 
is a liberal and that theer is a con- 
servative government in power. The 
speakership is always regarded ag 
non-partisan. 
May Ee Upset. 

The “die hard” faction of the con- 
servative party, however, may attempt 
to elect one of their own number as 
speaker. This would serve to delay 
matters. There may be fights in 
connection with the selection of a dep- 
uty speaker, chairmen of committees 
and other officials of the house. These 
preliminaries, it is expected, will con- 
sume several days. 

On Thursday, when the commons is 
duly organized, King George will make 
his address in person. ‘This will be 
attended with elaborate ceremonies and 
formalities, 

Eyes of political observers are on 
David Lloyd George, whose displace- 
ment as premier by Bonar Law was 
ratified by the electorate in the gen- 
era] elections of Wednesday when the 
conservatives swept the country. Curi- 
osity was rife whether the fiery Welsh- 
man would claim a seat on the opposi- 
tion front bench or whether he will 
be content with a back-beuch seat on 
the government side of the house.

Such, the Associated Press under- 
stands, is the American position, and 
it is founded on the fact that the

consideration the views of the United 
States.

CLEANER POLITICS 
SEEN BY FERRIS, - 

Big Rapids, Mich., November 19, 
The resignation of Senator ‘Truman 
H. Newberry is the forerunner of an 
era of “cleaner politics’ for the na- 
tion and has “saved the United States 
Senate a lot of time and trouble,” 
Senator-elect Woodbridge N. Ferris 
told the United News Sunday night. 

Ferris, former democratic governor, 
who defeated Senator Charles BK. 
Townsend in the elections and thus 
brought about Newberry’s resigna- 
tion, was probably the bitterest en- 
emy of “Newberryism” in Michigan 
politics. During his campaign he 
promised the electorate that he would 
work vigorously for the unseating of 
Newberry, and following his election, 
announced that his first official ac- 
tion in the senate would be toward 
a reopening of Newberry’s case. 

“That’s a fine thing all around,” 
Fertis declared Sunday night. “It 
was not only the best thing Newberry 
could possibly have done, but it saved 
the United States senate a lot of time 
and bother. His case would have 
been reopened and, in my opinion, he 
would undoubtedly have been fired 
out of the senate, anyway. 

Showed Great Wisdom. 

“The senator showed great wisdom 
and I believe his statement to Gov- 
ernor Groesbeck that any attempt at 
‘further service in the senate by him 
would be ‘futile’ was absolutely cor- 
rect. I don’t see how he could have 
been of any further use to the senate. 

“This resignation means cleaner 
politics for the entire country. It 
means that corruption has been de- 
feated in the worst case of its sort 
in recent political history, and that 
the illegal use of great sums of money 
to buy elections has received a death 
blow.

Chicago, November 19.—Frank Ba- 
con, age 58, one of the most widely 
known actors on the American stage 
as the result of his success in the part 
of “Bill Jones” in “Lightin’.”’ which 
he helped to write, died at his hotel 
here today, 

After four and one half years in 
the role, Bacon was compelled by ill- 
ness to retiré from the cast of the play 
a week ago. He had been suffering 
from arterial sclerosis for some time, 
but declared: he was “just tired” wnd 
would resume his work in two weeks, 

Accompanied ‘by his wife and daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Mathew Allen, he was taken 
to a hotel, in the hope that he would 
rally sufficiently to be moved to his 
home in the east.

He is survived by his 
widow, daughter and a son, Lloyd, of 
Los Angeles, The funeral serves 
will be held here Wednesday and the 
body will be removed later to his 
birthplace at Marysville, Cal.

And then huntsmen mf@st not for- 
get that there are certain restric- 
tions that must be observed. For 
instance, when one good sportsman 
has bagged twenty-five quail in one 
day, simply call it a completed job, 
and quit. That is all the law allows. 

The best thing to do is to get a 
copy of the game regulations from 
the state warden, and keep posted.

It is curious how some folks itch

There are at least seven great 
‘types or classes of itch the first of 
‘which embraves parasitic finvations 0 
‘the skin, such as seabies (the old fash- 
joned itch facetiously called seven- 


year itch) ; barber’s itch (ringworm) ; 


ground, dew or toe itch (inyasion by 
the larvae of the hookworm). Another 
type of itch includes the skin lesions 
of poisoning by various chemicals used 
industrially or medicinally, and ery- 
thema and hives from individual sen- 
sitization to certain proteins. 

A third type of the itch of the well 
washed, the too thoroughly washed 
classes, known as pruritius, winter 
itch, bath itch, senile itch. Then 
there is the itch caused by certain un- 


‘grateful guests that rush up and at- 


tack the host and then rush off again 
—such as mosquito and bedbug itch. 
Fifth, the itch caused by guests that 


live on-but not in the skin, such. as 


the . well-known ‘school visitor, Pedi- 
culus, familiarly dubbed “company.” 
The itching of such acute inflamma- 
tion ofthe skin as the dermatitis of 
ivy poisoning is what I call exqusisite 
as compared with that of- occu :pa- 
tional poisoning by orthoform, for ex- 
ample, and I.speak with much feel- 
ing. Finally .everybody knows that 
the chronic socalled catarrhal inflam- 
mation of the skin associated with 
the exudation of serum which dPies 
and crusts more or less—eczema— 
is one of the commonest types of 
itch. 

Many .terms are popularly ysed in 
connection with itch, such as Cuban 
itch, Philippine itch, French itch, 
prairie itch, Texas mange, lumber- 
man’s itch, Ohio scratches and ele- 
phant itch.. None of these terms has 
any exact meaning,. but may refer 
to anything from scabies to pruritus, 
and even smallpox. 

The moral to be drawn from this 
discourse, friends, is that it generally 
takes more than a neighbor’s view 
to tell just what is itching you. Un- 
fortunately that remedy which is ef- 
fective in the treatment of, say, 
primrose dermatitis has little or no 
value in the treatment of scabies, and 
a medicament which is mite-y grate- 
ful in seabies is likely to aggravate 
eczemn. This isn’t very illuminat- 
ing for any one who mays be. in 
quest of something good for some 
kind of itch. If I knew of anything 
good for itch in general I’d gladly 
mention it here, but having seen some 
very unhappy results from injudicious 
use of the right medicine for the 
wrong kind of itch I will close these 
few lines, thanking you for your kind 
attention and hoping you will not 
scratch long hefore you find a good 
doctor.

Working at Standardizing | 


Long-Staple Cotton 
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Editor Constitution: Your recent editorial 
entitled ‘Better Cotten,”’ in which you 
advocated the planting of a better tyne of 
cotton in the Piedmont section of Georgta, 
was the soundest and most practical sug- 
gestion that could be made gt this time, 
and in my opinion, if pushed energetically. 
Will mean a greatly increased yield ahd 
improved staple for middle. Georgia the 
coming year. 


The practical value of the election of a 
good variety of cotton and the use of 
pedigreed seed was demonstrated this past 
season in the Winterville cOmmunity of 
Clarke county. 

Up to October 17, Clarke coun h 
ginned 1,097 bales, 436 of heen he 
produced and ginned at Winterville, which 
represents but a small fraction of the 
total area of the county. 

The relatively high production at Win- 
terville was due to two factors: The nae 
of ealcium arsenate an 
hich-yielding, good staple varieties. 

For the most part only two varieties are’ 
grown at Winterville. These are Piedmont 
Cleveland ‘and College No. 1.

WILL PUSH CHARGES 
AGAINST DAUGHERTY 


Last Election Shows People 
Strongly Against Corrup- 
tion, Senators Say. 


Washington, November 19.—An- 
nouncement. that they intended to 
“vigorously push impeachment pro- 
eeedings against the attorney-general” 
was made in a joint statement today 
by Representative Keller, republic- 
an, Minnesota, who presented the 
original impeachment charges to the 


house, and Representative Woodruff, 
republican, Michigan. 

“We will not be deterred from our 
insistence that the judiciary commit- 
tee act upon the resolution to en- 
able the impeachment of Mr. Daugh- 
erty to proceed to trial before the 
senate,” said the statement. “We 
demand that the judiciary committee 
hear the evidence against Daugherty 
or state openly that it refuses to: let 
the country know how he has con- 
ducted himself in office.” ) 

At the time the Keller charges 
were considered by the judiciary com- 
mittee prior ‘to the present recess, it 
was decided to postpone the formal 
hearing demanded by Mr. Keller un- 
til early in the regular session next 
month. 

“The election results demonstrate,” 
said the statement, “that the people 
are determined that graft and cor- 
ruption shall be eliminated from the 
federal government. The fitness of 
Mr. Daugherty to hold office was one 
of the main issues of the campaign in 
many states. This issue was em- 
phasized by speeches and in the plat- 
forms of successful candidates for 
both houses of congress and when- 
ever Daughertyism was an _ issue, 
those candidates ,were elected regaril- 
less of their party affiliations. By 
their votes the people have demanded 
that the office of attorney-general 
of the United States be filled by a 
man of unquestioned integrity.”

Washington, November 19.—New 
York with 9,109,868 tons incoming 
and 9,157,139 tons outgecing leq all 
American ports during the year end- 
ed last June 30 in the movement of 
overseas cargoes, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the shipping board's 
research bureau.
